When Mr. Cavagnaro appeared before the mem- 
bership in June of last year, the response — to put 
it mildly — was heart-warming. It is a pleasure to 
welcome him and his first-rate photographs back to 
our auditorium. His title, “Range of Light” is a 
phrase from John Muir applying to the Sierra 
Nevadas and they are the purview of this trip, be- 
ginning in the foothills in the spring, up the slope 
to the crest until fall, and down again as the first 
snows arrive. Here, in color, is a sampling of the 
natural history of the range and the high country: 
belding ground squirrels, insects at dawn, timberline 
junipers and white-bark pines, alpine cushion plants 
in the “high deserts,” high altitude wingless crane 
flies, not to mention ice formations, autumn colors, 
Yosemite at flood time, and lots of flowers and lots 
and lots of water. The places involved particularly 
are Yosemite (high and low), Minaret Wilderness, 
Humphrey Basin, Carson Pass and Evolution Coun- 
try. 
Currently Resident Biologist of Audubon Canyon 
Ranch, Mr. Cavagnaro is the author of “Living 
Water” (photos by Ernest Braun) with a new book 
scheduled for publication in the fall, “The Living 
Webric.,
